LONDON, Dec. 13.—(#)—Sixty cr 
more lives were lost in gales which 
swept three seas of Europe over the 
week-end. 

Shipping was damaged, badly par- 
ticularly off the coast of north Africa 
and in the Mediterranean. 

The Italian naval tug Teseo went 
down off Sardinia today with an esti- 
mated loss of 30 lives. More than 
100 other persons on the Teseo were 
rescued with difficulty by the cruiser 
Trieste, which was rushed from Italy. 

Many of -the survivors were faced 
with imminent death in the tumultu- 
ous waves when timely help arrived,

IN STORM; 100 RESCUED 


MADDALENA, Sardinia, Dec. 13. 
(/)—The Italian naval tug Teseo sank 


with an estimated loss of 30 sailors | toe 


and marines in. a storm today off the 
coast of Sardinia. ; 

~More thad 100 persons were rescued 
by the cruiser Trieste after hours of 
efforts to launch boats and shoot life- 
lines to the foundering vessel. Some 
survivors were picked out of the 
heavy seas, where they were strug- 
gling to keep afloat. 

The Teseo, a seagoing rescue tug, 
ran into a terrific gale yesterday, im- 
mediately after leaving Maddalena for 
Civita Vecchia, 300 miles across the 
Tyrrhenian sea, on the Italian main- 
land. 

Its rudder was lost, its masts were 
swept away and its fires were ex- 
tinguished by water leaking into the 
boiler room. For hours the vessel toss- 
ed helplessly in tremendous waves, 
while it sent out S O S calls. 

After 12 hours the Teseo was only 
"0 miles from this coast. 

The Italian ministry of marine sent 
rescue boats from Spezia, Civita Vec- 
chia and Sardinian ports. The Trieste 
alone was able to ride the turbulent 
seas. The German steamer Trapani, 
the first to sight the helpless vessel, 
had been unable to aid her. The 
Trieste came into view at 5:30 this 
morning. 

The cruiser rode back and forth 
close to the foundering boat for four 
hours, shooting lines that fell short 
and trying to launch boats in the vio- 
lent seas. 

The Teseo finally sank at 9:30 a. 
m.. after nearly 100 men had been res- 
cued by the Trieste. which picked up 
a few more before the cruiser started | 
with the survivors to Golfo Aranci in | 
Sardinia. The cruiser Ancona re- | 
mained on the spot to search for oth- | 
er survivors or bodies of the drowned. |

HOOVER 10 ALLOW 
DEBTOR COUNTRIES 
IQ 'PASS PAYMENT 


Administration Gets Sen- 
ators’ Tacit Approval To 
Overlook Non-Payment 
of Tuesday Installment.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—H)— 
The administration has decided to per- 
mit postponement of foreign debt pay- 
ments totaling $125,000,000 due Tues- 
day, pending action by congress on the 
one-year moratorium. 

Undersecretary Mills, of the treas- 
ury, in stating the administration's 
intention today, also asserted that this 
plan had been read to senate lead- 
ers yesterday and “no objection was 
voiced by anyone present.” 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, who was 
one of those present, replied today 
that, while he had voiced no objection, 
he had informed Mr. Mills that he 
would not be bound by the adminis- 
tration’s aetion. He added that so 
far as he is concerned the foreign 
nations will be in “technical default” 
if they do not pay. 

Despite the confusion over the Tues- 
day payments, congressional leaders, 
including Borah, predicted ratifica- 
tion of the moratorium. 

Not Affect Credit. 

They said they think the question 
of whether the debts were paid Tues- 
day would not affect the credit of the 
foreign nations. Consideration of the 
moratorium will be begun this week 
in the democratic house. 

Meanwhile, the administration ap- 
parently is heeding the advice of the 
irate congressional leaders to keep the 
controversial ‘ proposal of ~ President 
Hoover for further European debt re- 
lief out of the picture pending action 
on the one-year debt holiday. A storm 
of protest has arisen on Capitol Hill 
against debt revision and some mem- 
bers of congress believe it is doomed. 

Mr. Mills said today that “there 
has never at any time been any in- 
tention of coupling the president's pro- 
posal to recreate the World;War for- 


‘eign debt commission with the pro- 
( posal 


for a one year’s suspension of 
payments on foreign debts.” Repre- 
sentative Rankin, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, will, propose an amendment to 
the moratorium barring further debt 
revision. 

Chairman Smoot, of the senate ft- 
nance committee, will offer a counter 
proposition tomorrow to the debt com- 
mission program. It would allow the 
European debtors to make their pay- 
ments in silver. 

He says’ this will relieve the debt 
burden, as Mr. Hoover recommended, 
and also be a stumulant to the de- 
pressed silver market, 

Will Be Lenient. 

Mr. Mills stated that Secretary 
Stimson will inform the representa- 
tives of the foreign debtor nations, if 
they inquire, that this government will 
not hold them subject to “just criti- 
cism” if they do not make the Tues- 
day payments—the first due since the 
moratorium went into effect last 
July 1. 

The undersecretary of the treasury 
also gave his account of his confer- 
ences with congressional leaders. 
Those who attended the senate meet- 
ing with Mills included Senators Wat- 


son, of Indiana, the republican leader ; 


Smoot, Borah; Walsh, of Montana, the 
assfstant democratic leader, and Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, ranking demo- 
crat on the finance committee. 

Mills said he read té this group 
and some house members the verbal. 
statement which Secretary Stimson 
proposes to make regarding the Tues- 
day payments. 

“No senator or representative was 
asked to sign or approve such state- 
ment yesterday or at any time,” he 
said. ‘No senator was asked to ecom- 
mit himself, and this seemed to be 
fully understood. I simply told them 
I was there to keep them informed 
and to ascertain whether anyone saw 
any objection to a statement made 
verbally in that form. No objection 
was voiced by anyone present. 

“Subsequent to the meeting this was 
fully explained to the representatives 
of the press in the presence of Sena- 


itor Watson and Senator Smoot.” 


U.S. Prices Near Stability, 


Promising Early Recovery 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—(#)—For‘ 
the first time in almost two years, 
American domestic price levels have 
and 


economic situation, the National. For- 
eign Trade Council says in its an- 
nual report to be made public to- 
morrow. 

In its survey, the council notes 
that total world trade is now close 
to the 1913 volume and emphasizes the 
importance of price stability as an 
indication of improving business 
later on. 

Wholesale prices in the United 
States, it says, heave remained for 
five months within about 2 per cent 
of the index for last June, in contrast 
with the drop of 11 per cent in the 
first six months of this year and in 
further contrast with the accumulated 
reduction in average wholesale prices 
in the United States of more than 
25 per cent, for the past two years. 

“The general average of prices in 
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Pthis year by less than 10 per cent, 


of about two-thirds of the rate of re- 
duction experienced in 1930.” 

The survey also notes that in 1926, 
three years before the volume of world 
trade reached its peak, the signs of 
future trouble “clearly appeared in 
the weakening of the international 
structure of prices.” In that year, 
the index value of the world export 
dollar, based on 1913 prices, dropped 
suddenly to 1.44 from 1.56, the figure 
for }1925. The relative stabilization 
of prices in the two succeeding years, 
it adds, caused the importance of this 
warning to be overlooked. 

“In 1929, when world rt trade 
attained its record of $25, , 
in 1913 dollars, 26 per cent, in ex- 
cess of the volume of export trade 
in 1913,” the survey reports, “the 
price level suffered a further drop 
to 1.32, and the dead weight of prices 
became an unmistakable indication of 
trade dislocation. In 1930, the price 
index dropped sharply to 1.16, and 
the figures so far available this year

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 13.— 
(/)—Torrential rains and windstorms 
swept over southwest Arkansas and 


northern Louisiana early today, caus- 
ing grgat damage in Camden and 
Waldo? Ark., the death of three chil- 
dren and injury to about 20 persons. 

In the vicinity of Eldorado, Ark., 
and Monroe, La., the rains caused riv- 
ers and creeks to rise, submerging 
railroad tracks and delaying train 
service because of washouts. Waters 
were reported receding near Eldorado 
tonight, however. A washout on the 
Illinois Central cut off traffic be- 
tween Monroe and Shreveport. The 
rain was general over Arkansas. 

One ~fatality occurred at Camden 
where 5-year-old Helen Colvert was 
buried in the wreckage of her home, 
destroyed by a tornado. Two negro 
children were killed on a plantation 
near Minden, La., when a tornado de- 
stroyed three houses. 

Some of the largest structures in 
Camden, a town of 7,000 population, 
were wrecked by a tornado. Th 
wrecked buildings ineluded the Meth- 
odist church, largest there, and the 
courthouse, 

Although most of the buildings in 
Waldo, a town of 1,000 population, 
were wrecked, only two persons were 
known to be injured there. The storm 
struck Waldo first and left only two 
or three business houses and but a 
few dwellings.

ty in the prohibition controversy.” 

Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, wrote each national leg- 
islator an assurance against “an at- 
tempt to crack the Anti-Saloon 
League whip” in the gathering storm 
over resubmission. 

Edwin ©. Dinwiddie, secretary of 
the national prohibition board of 
strategy, meanwhile chose the public 
statement vehicle to convey his views 
that organized drys “do not concede 
the wets ever will succeed.” He 
charged “Mr. Jouett Shouse (execu- 
tive secretary of the democratic ya- 
tional committee) has made of that 
committee a wet press agency for Mr. 


Raskob.” | 
Strong Emphasis.

While prohibition has accom- 
plished vast good and has more than 
justified its existence it has not had, 
in my judgment, a sufficiently com- 
plete and comprehensive test to jus- 
tify the submission of a proposal for 
its repeal or alteration.” ;

Great Brit- 
ain’s departure from gold discouraged 
imports of gold nations to India and 
stimulated exports. 

China is not pleased. that more 
countries are abandoning the gold 
basis. Bankers believe that such ac- 
tion will, not help China’s depreciated 
silver or her industry. China’s silver 
stocks are held insufficient to finance 
the steadily increasing commerce, and 
if additional nations desert gold it 
is feared that the silver outflow to 
them will result in stringency. 

Scandinavian countries went off 
the gold standard chiefly because of 
close commercial connections with 
England, which made it necessary 
that their currencies follow the pound 
sterling, lest they take heavy osses. 

Holland and Belgium cling to the 
gold standard, despite difficulties 
owing to conditions in Great Brit- 
ain. Spain theoretically is on & 
fiduciary silver standard, but actually 
its credit situation is similar to that 
of England. 

Neither Austria, Hungary, Czecho- 
Slovakia nor the Balkan countries 
have officially indicated any possible 
departure from the gold standard. 

Rumania now bases its exports on 
the French franc. Bulgaria has been 
pinched, but has avoided a currency 
crisis. Jugo-Slavia and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia both have had the advantage 
of French support, while Albanian 
money is regarded as being “as sound 
as the lira,” for it has an Italian 
foundation. 

Germany still is on the gold stand- 
ard by the graces of international 
bankers, without whose  rediscount 
credit the situation might be differ- 
ent. The government has limited the 
transfer of marks into foreign cur- 
rency and the Reichsbank maintains 
a ratio of 4.20 marks to the dollar, 
despite fluctuations in New York.

It is generally believed, 
she said, that the Madonna herself 
was painted from La Fornarina, the 
woman beloved of Raphael. The same 
face appears in other Raphael oe, 
ings, notably in “The Veiled Lady” 
of the Pitti palace and in a figure 
in “St. Cecilia” at Bologna. 

Comparatively recent studies of an- 
cient records, said the speaker, have 
disclosed that it was probably Pope 
Julius II who commissioned Raphael 
to paint the picture and that Pope 
Julius and his ward, the Duchess of

William Dorsey Jelks, for many 
years an outstanding figure in the 
political and business life of Ala- 
bama and a former governor, died 
here this morning at 1:30 o'clock. 

The former governor, who was in 
his 77th year, had been confined to 
an infirmary here for a week with 
illness. 

Mr. Jelks was president pro tem. 
of the Alabama senate at the death 
of Governor Samford in 1901 and 
became chief executive to finish the 
unexpired term. In the succeeding 
democratic primary he was nominated 
to succeed himself, carrying 62 of 
the state’s 67 counties. 

After retiring from the office of 
governor, where he established a rec- 
ord as a financier, Mr. Jelks’ or- 
ganized the Protective Life Ipsur- 
ance Company of Birmingham, whith 
he headed until he retired from ac- 
tive business two years ago and re- 
turned to his home here to spend his 
declining days. 

Previous to his entry into politics 
Mr. Jelks published the Eufala Times 
here, and his pertinent comment on 
topics of the day earned him a wide 
reputation throughout the state.

Japan maintained a gold standard 
from 1897 until 1917. Its post-war 
return to gold was delayed by a se- 
ries of national misfortunes, includ- 
ing the earthquake in 1923 and the 
financial difficulties in 1927. 

’ Bankers point out that Japan's re- 
turn to gold in January of 1930 was 
at an unfortunate time for commodity 
prices then started on their severe de- 
cline and greatly increased Japan's 
difficulties in maintaining the pre-war 
level of her currency. » During 1930.

A GARNISHMENT RECESS. 


The courts of Atlanta might well 


follow the example of the magis- 
trates of Memphis who have an- 
nounced that they will refuse to 


serve garnishments during the next 


three weeks, thus giving to debt- 


harassed citizens an opportunity to 
participate in the joys of the holi- 
day season without the constant 
fear that their source of income 
will, be tied up. 

Similar garnishment recesses, al- 
though of length, have 
been the custom in Memphis for 
several years. This year the mag- 
istrates announce, because of ‘“‘con- 
ditions,” an extension of the period 
during which they will refuse to 
loan sharks and others of

“their ilk to bring distress and de- 
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privation to the homes of the un- 
fortunate citizens of the city. 

For sheer unadulterated mean- 
ness, nothing is comparable to that 
of the creditor who attaches wages 
of the head of a family just before 
Christmas. According to our infor- 
mation, for several months, practi- 
cally all of the legitimate loan com- 
panies and merchants have refrained 
from attachments of furniture and 
by garnishments or 
otherwise. However, according to 
the files and records of the Atlanta 


Thrift Society, No 9 Peachtree Ar- 
cade building, it seems that several 
so-called “salary buyers’* operating 
in Atlanta, with utter disregard to 
every consideration of kindness, 
have started a collection campaign, 
Serving notices of assignments and 
garnishments at random and im- 
pounding “pay checks” to the de- 
spair of heads of families. 

Partially through a sense of de- 
cency, and partially through an 
agreement with court officials, most 
of Atlanta salary buyers have agreed 
not to garnishee wage accounts of 
customers until after their rights 
are thcroughly established by judg- 
ment. , 

Most of the abuses which for- 
merly characterized the business ef 
brokerage of salaries, due to the 
persistent and powerful influence 
of the Atlanta Thrift Society, have 
been abated. In Columbus, Ga., and 
other cities of the United States, the 
abuses of this latter business have 
lead to its utter suppression of the 
business, through criminal prose- 
cution and chain gang sentences for 
the defendants. 

Jail sentences are none too good, 
especially for that type, who have 
degenerated beyond the bounds of 
decency and run garnishments, ap- 
parently for the purpose of punish- 
ing the families of customers, who 
have not met demands for renewal 
charges. 

Even where an employer prompt- 
ly pays exemptions to garnisheed 
employes, it seem that certain 
types of creditors can, within the 
law, make of the writ of garnish- 
ment, a cruel instrument of ven- 
geance and indirect blackmail. They 
may succeed in giving others a very 
unhappy Christmas, but if human, 
they will make their own equally 
as unhappy.

THE BRIDGE TOURNEY. 

Unlike the effect that watching 
a foursome of the world’s greatest 
golfers produces upon the average 
dub—the hopelessness of attaining 
perfection in timing and* rhythm 
with the resultant diminution of 
the stroke total—the Culbertson- 
Lenz-Jacoby contract bridge battle 
of a century has served this first 
week to establish millions of dev- 
otees of the game as experts—in 
their own minds. 

This most publicized card game 
in history is bringing to us all a 
smugness never before enjoyed. As 
the hands unfold we see tricks 
missed that we all could have made. 
We see games achieved when they 
have not been bid. We see even 
slams, the goal of contract, pass by 
simply as extra tricks. We ‘see 
finesses taken against the wrong 
hand when by all reason we could 
have placed the taking card in the 
right one. We see hands played 
at hearts when the contract is at 
no-trump and we see leads made out 
of turn. We see sets recorded, 
heavy sets, against players who 
readily are accorded rank at the top 
of the world’s best. 

And we pull the chair up to the 
folding bridge table satisfied that, 
we are not so bad after all. 

We see tempers on edge and we 
are more disposed to forgive our 
partners and ourselves an occasion- 
al acidulous word or stare. 

It is a great thing for the game 
that this contest of the systems is 
being staged with so much public- 
ity. It cannot but make the world 
just a bit more bridge conscious, 
just a bit more satisfied. 

When an Ely Culbertson fails to 
hold a four-heart contract-and an 
Oswald Jacoby redoubles his part- 
ner into an 800-set just because he 
dislikes his bid, it’s a great day for 
Mary and John and Gertrude and 
William. One can always reply: 
“Why, Lenz went down 600 on 
hand 720 and it was identical with 
that last hand and I lost only one 
trick.”’ 

It has been said of golf that it is 
“an “umblin’ game.” It can be 
said of bridge, as played under the 
fierce light of modern publicity, 
that it is a leveling game. 

It is much too early to forecast 
a result of the contest in the Chat- 
ham. <A lead of 4,840 is not so 
much in a six-week contest. It 
is safe, however, to assume that 
when the referees and the official 
scorers and the millions of kibitzers 
cast up the result, the plus sign 
will be found in the column with 
the majority of aces, kings and 
queens, sometimes known as high 
card tricks—for enough of that 
kind will beat any system. 


DOES JAPAN WANT MANCHURIA? 

Despite the frequent assertions 
by the Japanese government that it 
does not seek political domination 
over Manchuria, or its annexation, 
many world leaders still believe that 
the accomplishment of one or the 
other was the objective sought 
when Japan launched its attack 
against Mukden. 


In view of this feeling, and the 
fact that the investigations of the 
neutral commission of the Léague 
of Nations will soon get under. way, 
a recent calm discussion by the 
Japanese American of the basic rea- 
sons why Japan does not want Man- 
churia, is of general interest. 

Here is the. way that this Japa- 
nese-manned American newspaper 
sees the situation: 


Japan still acutely remembers the 
bitter experiences she had in ruling 
Korea—the resentment of the Korean 
people, the world criticisms directed 
against Japan, and the financial and 
moral hardships she suffered as a con- 
sequence. If Japan, therefore, can 
establish friendly economic relations 
with Manchuria, without going into 
the trouble of ruling the territory, she 
would much prefer to do that. For, 
after all, Japan’s only interest in 
Manchuria is economic, on a friendly 
basis with the people and government 
of China. It would be inefficient and 
unnecessary to force an annexation in 
order to secure such economic gela- 


tionship. 

In addition, the control or annex- 
ation of Manchuria would involve 
heavy expense which Japan could 
not for many years expect to have 


balanced by what she would receive | 


from this rich, but largely undevel- 


Stitutes this northern province of 
China. The constant threat to the 
interests of foreign nations from 
banditry and slack government have 
been put up with by these nations 
because of their universally lenient 
attitude towards the Chinese. With 
Japan in charge no such attitude 
could be expected. Suppression of 
banditry in all parts of the country 
would be demanded and an efficient 
and modern government insisted 
upon.

Cacceres, classfied him 
as “a fifth carbon copy of Voltaire 
who could never be great because his 
humor is not tragic.’

Eastern and Western 
. Managements Expected 
To Reach Wage Decision 


» NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(#)—De- 
cision as to whether wage and employ- 
ment problems of railway labor will 
be settled by peremptory action or by 
further arbitration is expected to be 
reached by eastern and western man- 
agements at conferences in New York 
and Chicago tomorrow and Tuesday. 

Though reported prepared to ap- 
ply for an immediate wage reduction 


under the railway labor act, the east- 
ern managements will decide tomor- 
row if they will name a committee 
empowered to negotiate to a conclu- 
sion, as proposed in Chicago Friday 
by 1,500 union chairmen.

Under the transportation act, rail- 
way labor contracts may be voided by 
the posting of a 30-day notice. This 
might lead, however, to negotiations 
extending over eight months or a year, 
should the unions decide to fight it, 
as they are reported ready to do. 

Should the eastern lines move un- 
der the 30-day clause, it is believed 
they would ask a 15 per cent cut, 
with no provision for reinstatement 
to present levels.

SOOTHING SYRUP NO LONGER 
SOOTHES FORSOOTH. 

A short chapter in the history of a 
familiar “soothing syrup” shows how 
much popular education and public 
opinion can accomplish even when the 
laws of the country are lax or what 
is worse, written to suit the purposes 
of the makers and vendors of habit- 
forming drugs. 

For many years the “kick” in this 
particular ‘patent medicine” was mor- 
phine. Each spoonful contained 
enough morphine to quiet the most 
annoying infant; if the loving parent 
or grandparent became somewhat em 
thusiastic about it and gave the baby 
several spoonfuls in a short time, it 
sometimes put the nuisance to sleep 
eternally. | 

In the era when the “soothing 
syrup” contained morphine as its prin- 
cipal ingredi¢ht, along with a dash of 
alcohol and odds and ends, of laxative 
and carminative drugs, all of which 
was good legitimate murdering aa 
ness in Yankeeland, the laws of Great 
Britain required medicines containing 


morphine to be labeled “poison.” 
Of course the “poison” label on the 


| “soothing syrup” put a crimp in the 
‘sales of the product over there. 


So 
the firm having charge of British sales 
took the morphine out of the formula 
and substituted bromide of potash, 
which did not require the “poison” 
label. In America the nostrum still 
contained morphine, which tender 
hearted Uncle Sam pretended was 
rather good for the babies. 
_ All the while a faint voice was cry- 
ing in the wilderness, and what a 
thick wilderness it was At length a 
national weekly magazine caught the 
feeble sound of it and gave it a boost- 
er, Then a number of lesser mediums 
joined in on the exposure game. Pres- 
ently drug stores here and there began 
to refuse to handle the dope. 

This was the most unkind cut. the 
soothing syrup people had felt. But 


by gosh they knew how to meet every [ 


contingency. When the druggists be- 
gan to go back on them they prompt- 
ly took the morphine out of the stuff 
here in a free country, and lest, peo- 
ple would learn about this noble sacri- 
fice they even began calling attention 
to the fact that the soothing syrup 
no longer contained morphine or other 
opiates. And this made them feel so 
good that they eventually removed the 
alcohol from the soothing syrup for- 
Today the medieine is just a 
mixture of simple laxatives and car- 
minativege A carminative is a. dru 
or medicine which purports to expe 
gas from the alimentary canal and to 
relieve “colic,” such as pep int, 
turpentine, anise, cloves, or what have 
you in the house. The truth is that 
these irritants probably cause more 
eye sir than they relieve. “Colic” 
in infants is a more or less.apocryphal 
condition that seems at ip 
versely as the intelligence and common 
sense of parents, nurses and doctors. 

Customers above the moron grade 
have noticed that all of the old re- 
liable “cures” have quit pretending to 

cures in recent years, at least on 
the label. Well, for the same reason, 
this is, public opinion, not the trick

The 
father is a hopeless paralytic, and 
the son and daughter—who 
should be in school—cannot find 
work to help finances. The fact 
that they bought a home arfll paid 
for it proves they have character 
and ambition. But misfortune is 
no respecter of character. 

Only $25 a month will keep 
this family going, since their rent 
is not an item of expense. Will 
you not give $300 a year to help 
this group until the son and 
daughter .complete their school 
work and are able to earn their 
living? Will you help?

Sig Hamburger Receives 

Vivid Picture of West- 
ern Europe in Present 
Crisis; Improvement in 
Prospect.

While the people of Germany today 
find themselves under a republican 
dictatorship even more powerful than 
that of the reign of the kaisers, the 
brother of an Atlanta man, who lives 
in Hamburg and who has just com- 
pleted an extended tour of Baltic 
countries, sees prospects for a better- 
ment of conditions and the return of 
good business in that country by 
spring. 

In a letter received recently from 
his brother, Leopold, in Hamburg, 
Germany, Sig Hamburger, .of 641 
Collier road, flour broker and repre- 
sentative of middle western mills, 
learned, among other things, that the 
bulk of the German people stand 
squarely behind Chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening in the critical situation 
which Germany faces today; that the 
rest of Europe pictures France not 
as. a world banker, but as a world 
pawnbroker; and that while there is 
some talk of an upheaval of a po- 
litical nature in Germany this win- 
ter, the consensus is that the country 
will weather the storm and emerge 
to triumph over its many obstacles. 
Sig Hamburger has been a resident 
of Atlanta for many years. 

Leopold Hamburger, who is 
executive of the industrial firm of 
Elias Moos, of Hamburg, recently 
completed a business tour of Poland. 
Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, Finland 
and Germany during which he had 
opportunity to observe, first-hand, in- 


letter to his brother in Atlanta he 
describes his findings in a vivid man-

Confidence in Bruening. 


cellor Bruening) is a good man o 
much common sense,’ Leopold Ham- 
burger writes, “and the majority of 
the people have confidence in him. 
If the French will not overdo it in 
abusing their powerful position and 
if they will really lend their help to 
bring about a real peace, which we 
are waiting for, then I am hopeful 
that we will see a change to the bet- 
ter before long. Perhaps I am too 
optimistic, but I believe that the 
world is ready for a revival of busi- 
ness activity. 

“Wheat has gone up and so have 
many other raw. materials, Even hides 
have .firmed up and business with me 
in the last four or five weeks has 
been quite satisfactory. The difficulty 
of the moment is not to sell, but to 
finance the business transactions. All 
depends now on the good sense of 
three dozen men at the head of the 
various countries, and I. am sure if 
these men do not make a mess of it 
we will see a business boom in the 
spring of next year.” 

Dark Picture of Poland. 

Business conditions in Poland wers 
described by Mr. Hamburgér as “sim- 
ply awful.” 


revenues for armaments,” he __ said, 
“and nothing is done either for eco- 
nomic or cultural purposes. Agricul- 
ture, which is the source income 
for most of the 30,000,000 inhabit- 
ants, is yet in a very primitive state 
of development, and on account of 
the depression for all agricultural 
products throughout the world~ ‘the 
peasants are poor as church mice and 
have no money ‘to buy any manufac- 
tured articles. 

“Poland's industrial works were de- 
veloped in former times when Poland 
belonged to Russia, and had the wide 
Russian market behind them, capable 
of absorbing any amount of goods 
As it is now the capacity of Po- 
land’s industrial works is much too 
big, for the poor country and the proc- 
ess of adapting the otuput of .manu- 
factured goods to the diminished ca- 
pacity of absorbing is cruel. Most of 
the Polish factories are in a very 
bad financial state and it is more than 
risky to give any credit to this coun- 
ry. 


Bankruptcy Is Fad. ’ 

In a whimsical vein, Mr. Hamburg- 
er writes that the busin€ss mentality 
of the Polish people is so abnormal 
that “to a foreigner like me it seems 
that going bankrupt in Poland is quite 
a social game and the people there 
make it a point of honor not to pay 
their bills.” ' 

In Lithuania, a small country of 
about 2,500,000 population, however, 
he found conditions quite the reverse, 
his letter stated. 

Living only on agriculture, with 
very little industrialism, the Lithuan- 
ian state budget, Mr. Hamburger 
wrote, is kept in order. “Of the Baltic 
states, I think this small countrytis 
the best governed,” he said. 

“T stayed one day in a town called 
Schaulen, of which half the population 
is Jews. For me it was a very funny 
sight to observe that Jewish news- 
papers were sold in the streets, the 
signboards were written in Hebrew 
and lots of people in the streets were 
talking Yiddi¢h.” 

. Too Much Industry. 

In Lettland (Latvia) a country of 
2,500,000 population, Mr. Hamburger 
found conditions not so good as those 
of Lithuania. “I stayed a week in 
Riga,” he wrote. “This town, of about 
300,600 inhabitants, makes quite a 
West European impression. The 
streets are kept tidy and the German 
language is more used by the inhabit- 
ants than ever the Lettish. Besides 
German, the Russian language is 
spoken by many people in Lettland. 
Lettland, however, spends teo much 
money for the upkéep of an indus- 
trialism which is much too big for 
the small country, and if they don’t 
change their’ methods they will go 
bankrupt one day. 

“From Riga I took the aeroplane to 
Reval, which is the capital of Estland 
(Estonia), a country of little more 
than 1,000,000 inhabitants. For you, 
living in a country of more than 100,- 
000,000 inhabitants, it must be a 
funny thing to see that there exist 
three Baltic states, all of which have 
not much more inhabitants than New 
York, and every one of these states 
has all the state~machinery of a big 
country—a parliament, ministers, and 
a president, ambassadors and con- 
suls, etc. 

Finds Finns Reliable. 

“From Reval I flew by aeroplane 
to Helsingfors, now called Helsinki, 
which is the capital of Finland, which 
formerly belonged also to Russia. Now 
it is a republic of its own. The Fin- 
nish people are reliable, hard-working 
and tenacious. Tremendous forests 
there, and the biggest industry of the 
country is the export of wood and 
paper-pulp, in addition to which is 
the agriculture products industry, in- 
a butter, cheese, meats and the 
ike.” 


Mr. Hamburger describes Helsing- 
fors as a very pretty town, but be- 
lieves that people there have invested 
too much money in real estate. Rents 
have gone down in Helsingfors as 
elsewhere, and a good deal of money 
invested in real estate has been lost.

For instance, the financing of ail im- 
ports into Germany was done by Lon- 
don, but when Brazil sold coffee to 
Japan the transaction’ also was fi- 
nanced via London. 

France as “Shylock.” 

“Shortly after the drop of the Eug- 
lish money, conditions were quite cha- 
otic, and even now there is nobody 
to take over the role of world banker 
from England. The French, who 
would have sufficient money to do it, 
are not a broad-minded business peo- 
ple and have not the mentality of a 
world banker. By nature they resem- 
ble much more a pawnbroker than 
anything else. d 

“America itself has felt what it 
means when all the money lent from 
abroad is recalled all of a sudden. 
Just as no banker can stand a run, 
no country can stand it, and as things 
have developed, it is no wonder that 
Germany could not pay back all the 
foreign loans when they were called 
back in a few weeks’ time. Not even 
England, which is a much richer 
country, could live up to such an ex- - 
pectation, and I believg that no coun- 
try could. ; 

“Though the French ministers have 
announced at all times that they will 
help to bring the economic condi- 
tions of the world into the normal 
channels again, their efforts only lead 
to the reverse. In the last few days 
our newspapers published a _ conver- 
sation which our ambassador in Paris 
had with M. Laval, after his return 
from: Washington. Germany is very 
hard up financially and does not know 
how to pay back at short notice the 
money we have borrowed from for- 
eign countries. 

Hard Times Ahead. 

“Instead of showing us a way in 
which we can fulfill this obligation, 
which we certainly could if the for- 
eign countries gave us sufficient time. 
the French ministers speak of the 
reparations problem. Everybody 
knows that for some years to come we 
will be unable to pay any repara- 
tions whatsoever, and the French 
know this as well as everybody else. 
But they don't care, and just stick 
to the letter of the treaty of Ver- 
Sailles, and all the arrangements 
which we were compelled by naked 
force to underwrite.” 

There are in Germany 4,500,000 
workmen out of employment, affect- 
ing 14,000,000 people in all, living 
on unemployment pay, which, Mr. 
Hamburger explains, means ,“very 
short rations.” 

“Mostly on account of the very un- 
favorable economic conditions,” he 
added, “the inner political life of Get- 
many is getting more and more radi- 
cali and all the elections which 
have taken pla@e lately show an in- 
crease of the two radical wings of the 
right and the left side. Some ple 
believe that this winter, which un- 
doubtedly will bring haadship to mil- 
lions of le, bring some up- 
roar.

13.—Go west, young man, go west, if 
you want to get your noggin knocked 
off by the greatest football team that 
ever stepped on a field. * 

Because the team that defeated 
Georgia, 60 to 0, Saturday afternoon 
at Olympic stadium is’ just - that. 
Howard Jones has created a sort of 
football Frankenstein which seems 
bent on destroying everything in its 
path. 

In an interview with Jones after 
the game, he said: 

“My team reached its greatest peak 
against Georgia. The Notre’ Dame 
game made my team. After that vic- 
tory it really found itself. It would 
now defeat any team it has played 
during the season by 30 or. 40 
points.” 

There is no doubt but that Georgia 
was simply outclassed Saturday. The 
Georgia football team was much 
smaller. It was up against what prob- 
ably is the finest football machine 
ever assembled, especially from the 
standpoint of power. 

This Southern California team is 
big. powerful and fast, not with a 
sprinter’s speed but still plenty fast. 
In comparison Georgia’*was frail and 
lacking in manpower and reserves. 

BATTLE OF LINES. 

It was essentially a battle of lines, 
a Georgia was wrecked from the 

rt. The figures show that on the 

Georgia plays ran, excepting 
passes, the Trojan linesmen made 28 
tackles. The Trojan line made it easy 
for the backs. 

In the post-mortems of Sunday 
some unusual features came to light. 
Georgia made nine first downs, gained 
almost 260 yards and still was de- 
feated, 60 to 0 

The two marches of about 60 yards 
each, which the Georgia team made, 
were made on sheer courage. The 
Bulldogs never stopped fighting or’ 
trying, but they were beating them- 
like in size and wall-like in con- 
sistency. 

Seeing the Georgia team in action 
Saturday, one wonders how they did 
as well’ as they did. Joe Bennett, 
star Georgia tackle of 1923, said to 
Mehre after the game: 

“Harry, I am prouder. of you now 
than ever. ‘When I saw that team 
take the field and saw how much 
smaller and inadequate they were, 
I didn’t see how you were able to do 
what you did in your’ southern 
schedule.” 

NO INJURIES. 

None of the Georgia team was in- 
jured. All of them, however, -were 
Lloyd Gilmore 
was black and blue from shoulders 
to waist from meeting the Trojan 
backs back of the line. 

Georgia was never able to meet the 
attack at the line, and when. they 
did the sheer momentum of it car- 
ried them back. All the Bulldogs 
spoke today of the terrific power of 
the Trojans.

I 
must have been thrown 15 feet by the 
impact as they broke up our wedge.” 

To meet the Trojan attack, a team 
must have a real left guard, a real 
left tackle and a fullback who goes 
in there and meets the attack in its 
inception. A team blessed with mag- 
nificent players at those positions 
would give the Trojans some trouble. 
That was the belief of the Georgia 
players. 

But everybody agreed that if Notre 
Dame was unable to stop the red flood

FAMOUS COACH 
DEFINITELY OUT: 
NO PLANS YET 


Desire To Save Friends 
From Controversy 
Prompts Action.

NEW YORK, Dee. 13.—(UP)— 
John F. (Chick) Meehan, head coach 
of football at New York University 
for the last seven years, today ter- 
minated his relations with the univer- 
sity. 

Meehan said he desired “that no 
consideration be given to the renewal! 
of my football coaching contract,’ 
which expired recently. 

Although his statement was similar 
to that of Calvin Coolidge’s famous 
six-word phrase, “I do not choose to 
run,” there could be no mistaking its 
finality. Meehan is definitely. and fi- 
nally out as the genius behind the 
Violets’ fgoball activities. 

Following a controversy in which 
the Daily News, New York Univer- 
sity undergraduate publication, de- 
manded Meehan’s resignation, the uni- 
versity board of athletic control met 
yesterday, but failed to make ee 
its action in regards to a 1932: qpoach. 

MEEHAN STATEMENT. 

Meehan’s statement follows: 

“My. high regard for New York 
University prompts me to announce 
that I desire no consideration be 
given to the renewal of my football 

coaching contract. 

“I want emphatically to voice the 
honor and esteem which I hold for the 
boys who have played.under my direc- 
tion during the past seven years, 
these boys having met and complied 
with the entrance and eligibility re- 
quirements of New York University. 

“T am also appreciative of the many 
friends and associates I have made at 
New York University, and I desire 
not to involve either them or the boys 
in any controversy. 

“A copy of this statement has been 
forwarded to Chancellor Elmer KE. 
Brown. 

“For the press, I offer the informa- 
tion that I have made no coaching 
plans for 1952.” 

tWS EDITORIAL. 

The Daily News’ demand for Mee- 
han’s scalp appeared in the form of 
an editorial headed “Time to Retire,” 
and read in part: 

“We do not want Mr. Meehan be- 
cause Mr. Meehan stands for a uni- 
versity policy of ‘big time’ football 
with all its corollary evils, recruiting 
of players, lavish entertainment of 
prospects, subsidization of athletes, 
athletic scholarships, physical punish- 
ment for delinquents, and a general 
drafting of students to the university 
os the sole purpose of playing foot- 

all 

Meehan refused to comment upon 
the charges, although several of the 
New York sports writers took up the 
cudgels in his defense, pointing out 
that many of Meehan’s actions were 
sanctioned by university authorities. 

During his seven-year stay at New 
York University, Meehan established 
himself as one of the country’s most 
successful younger coaches. His 
teams had an enviable winning rec- 
ord, earned in competition with the 
nation’s strongest teams.

It now remains to be seen what a 
strong Tulane team can do—a team 
depending more on speed than power. 
At least the storm warning is up, and 
Tulane now knows the size of the tar- 
get—the Green Wave must point for 
in a game where Jerry Dalrymple will 
be needed more than ever. Any team 
that can carry the ball 500 yards 
along the ground has brand of attack 
that Gil Dobie dreams about. And 
Tulane isn’t the type of team that 
gets discouraged in advance. 


A Strong Army Team. 


This 1931 Army team, as it looked 
down the stretch, must be rated with 
the best that West Point has known. 
It has shown a fast. strong line from 
end to end—from Kopscak to King, 
on by Price, Trice, Evans, Summer- 
felt and Suarez. 

And few squads can show more> 
backfield ability than Stecker, 
Kilday. Brown, Fields, Johnson, 
MacWilliams and Carver have to 
offer. Stecker is one of the best 
all-around backs of the year. 
Brown is one of the best kickers. 
Kilday and Brown are both de- 
fensive stars, and Fields can both 
kick and pass above the average. 
The Navy gave all it had to give 

against a stronger team on Saturday. 
No Navy squad ever played with 
greater dash and spirit, with Tuttle

Few men this season have 
worked as hard as Kirn, the 
Navy back, who did most of the 
running, kicking and _ passing, 
and was tireless to the finish.

year.

As it played Notre Damé and the 
Navy, this Army team would have 
been a match for any team, since it 
was equipped with all the weapons 
needed on both attack and defense 
and in Stecker it had a ball-carrier 
with few equals. 


What Happened to Georgia?

Georgia laeked the reserves and 
the power to face any schedule 
which offered almost no breath- 
ing spell from start to finich: 
Yale, North Carolina, Vanderbilt, 
N. Y¥. U., Tulane, Florida, Au- 
burn, Georgia Tech and Southern 
California among others. 

Georgia at its best néver had the 
manpower to cope with Southern Cali- 
fornia, the type of team that moves 


like a fast-rolling avalanche, once it 


gets the jump. But it is shown again 
that no team can hurry to the peak 


in early October and have much left 
by December. 

Southern California was far 
from its peak against St. Mary’s 
when the latter won a late Sep- 
tember game. It came gradually 
but surely up the hill to top 
form, reaching its best in the last 
two contests with Washington 
and Georgia. 

One feature is that Catfish Smith, 
who has taken and given more than 
his share of punishment all year, 
could still stand out as a fine end 
after so much physical contact, con- 
sidering also the fact that he had 
been down with influenza for two 
weeks before the last game. It isn’t 
easy to look good in a 60-0 rout.

The 
University of California, 100 strong, 
is on its way to Atlanta for the clos- 
ing battle against Georgia Tech. 

California*held Southern California 
to six points, Georgia ran away from 
Georgia Tech, and comparative scores 
mean little, so you can assemble your 
own guess here, and Georgia Tech 
knows what improvement is needed to 
have anything like a faint gray 
chance. 


Army and Navy. 


Having contributed at least a mil- 
lion dollars to charity in the last 
two years, Army and Navy are almost 
certain to get back together on their 
own at almost any moment. They 
should play, anyway, and now they 
have found they will have to play, 
whatever their own feelings about it. 

As it stands now, both are keen 
for the game and both feel they 
have contributed far more than 
their share to outside help. In 
their last two games each has 
turned in just about ten times as 
much as any other university.

Bierman Insists Greenies 
Are Not Intimidated;

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 13.—(UP) 
Tulane football stock slumped below 
par today for the first time since the 
Green Wave opened its highly suc- 
cessful 1931.sheason. There were 
many enthusiasts here who looked al- 
most with dismay at the southern 
champions, who leave at the end of 
this week to meet Southern California 
in the Tournament of Roses. 

Still there were bright spots in the 
situation created by the complete rout 
of Georgia by the Trojans Saturday. 
The chief one was that the overcon- 
fidence jinx will abandon the Tulane 
camp and probably will make its ap- 
pearaice in the rivals’ quarters at 
Pasadena. 4 

Today the job consisted of recover- 
ing mores. badly shaken as accounts 
of the beating of Georgia, generally 
considered one of the strongest teams 
of the south, trickled into this town. 
The way New Orleans went about 
this job was by attempting to alibi 
Georgia’s defeat. 

Some of the suggestions were: 

_ That Georgia .was the fourth team 
in a row that had faced the Trojans 
using a “Notre Dame” style of play, 
including Notre Dame itself, and the 
Californians were all set for it. 

That the long train ride and the 
fact that Captain Austin Downes, 
field general, and “Jack the Ripper” 
Roberts, Bulldog backfield threat, 
were on the sidelines with injuries, 
must be considered. 

That Georgia’s line never had been 
considered too formidable, and that 
it collapsed under the heavier oppo- 
nents’ charges. . | 

€oach Bernie Bierman said tonight 
“what happened to Georgia will have 
no effect on Tulane’s spirits.” 

“We all expected Georgia to be 
beaten badly, and while they fared 
worse than we anticipated, I don’t 
think the defeat will have any ap- 
preciable effect on our team’s outlook. 
The boys start training for the Rose 
Bowl game tomorrow, and they will 
just work that much harder, if any- 
thing.” 

Sports writers here agreed that 
Tulane will have to take to the air 
again against the Trojans, just as 
they did against the powerful Wash- 
ington State Cougars last week. All 
voiced utmost confidence in the pass- 
ing combinations of Zimmerman to 
Haynes, which worked so smoothly 
against the Cougars, and of Zimmer- 
man to Dalrymple, which is just as 
effective. 

“There never was a team that 
could break up Tulane’s passing at- 
tack,” said William Keefe, in the 
Times-Picayune. 

Fred Digby, of the Item-Tribune, 
believed the defeat of Georgia was 
“the best thing that could happen 
to Tulane, to rid them of all possi- 
ble ‘cockiness.’ ” 

In spite of the alibis and pros- 
pects, there was no little anxiety in 
this Southern conference kingdom to- 
night, and the fans who have watched 
the Greenies win 11 decisive victo- 
ries in this, their greatest seagon in 
history, were out hedging bets on the 
Rose Bowl game on a large stale.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 13.—(UP) 
The Southern California University 
team that defeated my eleven 60 to 0 
at Olympic stadium Saturday is the 
most powerful and versatile team that 


I have . 

I would like to place emphasis on 
the “Saturday” because do not 
know if the team has performed as 
well in other games but in any event 
I’m certain that Coach How Jones’ 
1931 eleven must be given’a rating 
as one of the really gerat teams of 
modern football. 

Frankly, it is a bit embarrassing 
for me to write about football today. 
Never, as a coach or as a player, have 
I taken such a terrific walloping as 
from Southern California. 

PRAISES TEAM. 

I would, however, like to give full 
credit to Jones and the Southern Cali- 
fornia men and to my own players 
who fought and fought, right to the 
end, but were practically hopeless be- 
fore the drive of their heavier op- 
ponents. 

The chief strength of the Trojan 
team is powerful and I don’t think 
I’ve ever seen so much power gen- 
erated in a single afternoon as yes- 
terday. 

The Southern California line is, I 
believe, a very, very great one. 
to that two or three sets of very pow- 
erful backs and it tells the story. 

I don’t think any other school in 
the country can match the Southern 
California team right now. - Some 
have lines almost as good and some 
have backfields as good, but I don’t 
believe such a perfect combination ex- 
ists anywhere. 

I believe I was most impressed by 
the line play of Erny Smith at tackle, 
Stan Williamson at center and Erny 
fe? pag and Ory Mohler in the back- 
ield, 

Of course the whole Southern Cali- 
fornia team was good but I liked 
those best. Rosenberg, Arbelbide, 
Sparling and Shaver were others who 
impressed me. 

And, believe me, it’s not much re- 
lief for the opposition when Jones de- 
cides to send in Rosenberg at guard 
and Mohler at quarterback as substi- 
tutes for the men he starts. 

It’s something like replacing dyna- 
mite with T. N. T. and that goes for 
a lot of other second-string men on 
the Trojan team. It certainly has 
wonderful reserve strength. 

As for my own team, it has no alibi. 

He had hoped to do much better, 
naturally, and I feel that we have 
played much better than we did yes- 
terday. Playing at our very best, 
however, I do not believe we would 
have won. It merely would have 
made it more of a contest. 

WOULD HAVE HELPED. 

I have been asked if the presence 
of Jack Roberts, our regular fullback, 
would have made any difference. Rob- 
erts uld have helped, but not 
enoug#. 

I'd like to point out with a bit of 
pride how my ‘boys fought. Even 
near the close, when they were trail- 
ing by five or six—I forget how many 
—touchdowns, they had the heart to 
start an offensive drive that carried 
them to the Southern California 11- 
yard line. The ball was lost there on 
an intercepted pass, but what I’m try- 
ing to get at is that, although hope- 
lessly beaten, they still were trying. 

I notice some of the papers say 
“Catfish” Smith was pushed around 
quite a bit by Southern California. 
That is trre, but it must be consid- 
ered that all my men were pushed 
around a good bit. Also it is true 
that Smith, having suffered an attack 
of influenza, had scrimmaged less 
than five minutes in practice in the 
past two weeks... Even at that he 
managed to pile up a_ considerable 
number of those Trojan power plays. 
He is a great end. 

In closing I'd like again to pay 
tribute to Southern California, a great 
team that beat us all the way.

Trumbull Sees Rise

Contrast Southern and Northern Grid Weath- 
er; Predicts Construction of Big Sports Arena.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—A friend of mine told me that he saw the 
Southern Methodist-Texas Christian game and he claims that it was 
played under a bright blue sky with the spectators sitting in their shirt- 
sleeves and fanning themselves with their hats.

A PREDICTION. 

But I wish to make a prediction.

Before long, professional foot- 
ball is going to be a big money-mak- 
er, too.

Cutting down on college foot- 
ball, faculty control, shorter schedules, 
all the effort to do away with over- 
emphasis, will boost the professional 
game. 

For these reasons and others, 

I predict that, within 10 years 
or less, there will be built some- 
where around New an 
arena big enough for football and 
that professional teams will play 
there during the winter months 
much as hockey is played indoors 
today.

WANTED POLO GROUNDS. 


But what Rickard really wanted 
was the Polo Grounds. And, if Madi- 
son Square Garden didn’t wish to 
make the purchase, he knew he could 
get outside backing. This was the 
reason Tex Rickard once empowered 
me to go to Charles Stoneham and of- 
fer him $2,000,000 in cash for his 
eontrolling interest in the club and 
the lease on the park. Mr. Stoneham 
refused the offer, although RicKard 
and his backers were prepared to go 
several hundred thousand dollars 
higher, if they were forced to it. 


Later, the negotiations were renewed, | }, 


but never came to anything.

DOUGLASVILLE, Ga., Dee. 13.— 
(P)—I became a 4-H club member in 
1929. This was the first year after 
quite a long time that our county 
had engaged the services of a county 
agent and as a result club work was 
a new thing to me. 

After making myself acquainted 
with the agent, he gave me a few 
ideas of his own, one of which was 
the organizing of a County 4-H Club. 
This he did in a short time and he or- 
ganized a club in each community. I 
was appointed leader boy in my com- 
munity. My club appointed or rather 
elected me president of our local club. 
At first the going was slow but grad- 
ually gained momentum, as we became 
familiar with the work. Our club 
was one of the leading clubs in the 
county, all members taking an active 
interest and completing their projects. 

In 1930, my second year of club 
work, I was again elected to fill the 
same office as before. Again we en- 
joyed a successful year. 

During the latter part of 1930 the 
county commissioners decided to do 
away with the county agent’s work 
in our county. The clubsters and 
sympathetic citizens tried to prevent 
this but in vain. At a banquet given 
to the clubsters by the Civitans of 
our town, G. V. Cunningham, state 
boys’ club agent, urged the boys in an 
after-dinner speech not to let our club 
die out, but to keep them going strong. 
That talk by our state agent fired 
every club boy with zeal and ambition, 
So far our work has been highly suc- 
cessful this year (1931). At the ban- 
quet I was, much to my surprise, 
elected county leader. I have been 
much worried over such a_ responsi- 
bility but have tried hard to make our 
club work a success for 1931, and 
with the splendid co-operation of all 
the clubsters, we are succeeding! 

My accomplishments have largely 
been in connection with my projects. 
In 1929, I was in the cotton and calf 
clubs. I made around, or a little bet- 
ter than a bale on my acre. I had 
two calves, one of them was shown 
at the Southeastern fair in Atlanta 
and won tenth place in her group. I 
showed them both at our county fair 
and won second and third places, re- 
spectively. I was also in the poultry 


club in 1929 but did not do so well, I 
attended our state camp at Athens, | 
during the summer. 

In 1930 I +55 ye cotton and 
calf clubs again. I pe pated in a 
lime riment which netted me a 
scholars hip to our state. camp for 
the summer of 1931. My cotton yield- 
ed two bales on two acres. I showed 
my calf at the Southeastern Fair 
again and this time she placed sev- 
enth in her ag I bred my two 
fine Jersey cows to outstanding bulls 
of the county. and as a result I have 
too small heifer calves which are much 
better specimens than their mothers. 
I surely have quite a nice start in 
the dairy business. I displayed at. 
the county fair an 
exhibit, winning third place due to 
lack of experience. I hope to do 
better next time. I attended our 
state camp and was elected president 
of the leader boys at camp. In this 
capacity I presided at “kangaroo 
court” and acted as announcer of 
the radio program broadcast from the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 
broadcasting station over WSB. 
our county camp I was elected “ma- 
jor” and was in charge of the camp. 

In 1931, serving as county leader 
of 4-H Club work, I really came into 
a responsible position which I don’t 
feel I am capable or worthy. of ful- 
filling, regardless of the success with 
which I have met so far. I am 
again president of our local club. I 
am a member of the calf and cotton 
clubs this year as usual, except I have 
added an acre of corn. My acre of 
cotton was fair, yielding 600 pounds 
of lint. My calves and cows.are do- 
ing very well, but I fear I will not 
be able to exhibit any of them due to 
conflicting conditions. My acre of 
corn yielded 50 bushels. I attended 
our state camp again this year and 
again was elected president of the 
leader boys. We have a goodly bunch 
of representatives at camp even if the 
commissioners did deprive us of a 
county demonstrator. 

I graduated from bigh school with 
the class of 1931. Ogee football, 
baseball, and basketbal My average 
in class work was 80 and up. I was 
president of our class. I plan to en- 
ter the Georgia State College of Agri- 
er when I become § financially 
able. 

l am a member of the First Bap- 
tist church of Douglasville, a member 
of the 2", po Young People’s Union 
for several years and am now presi- 
dent of the senior union of my church. 

In conclusion, club work has meant 
more to me than I have words to ex- 
press. I would that all young farm- 
ers throughout the nation were 4-H 


Club members.

The petitioners contend that the 


‘highway board has not followed pro- 


visions of the highway act of 1919 
in alloting funds for road _ building 
in the various congressional districts. 

The highway board, in responding 
to the petition for injunction, con- 
tended that, avhile the act provides 
that funds be distributed equally be- 
tween the various congressional dis- 
tricts, subsequent amendments and 


modifications establish that the legis- 
lature had in mind completion of 
trunk line highways first. 

Completion of these trunk lines has 
been the plan of the board and no un- 
just discrimination has resulted 
against any one district, the highway 
attorneys contend. 

A general demurrer has been filed 
by the board in which it is contended 
that the board is a state agency and 
as such enjoys immunity from injunc- 
tion proceedings such as have been in- 
stituted. The board maintains that 
mandamus and not injunction is the 
remedy for complaints such as have 
been filed. No action has been taken 
on the general demurrer. 

Vv. Van Story, treasurer of 
the highway department, testified yes- 
terday relative to the allotment of 
highway funds, and affidavits from 
John N. Holder, former chairman of 
the board, and Stanley Bennet, for- 
mer member, were introduced, to the 
effect that allotment of funds dur- 
ing their terms of office had been 
made in accordance with the act of 
1919 as modified by subsequent leg- 
islative enactments. 

Delegations from several counties 
and several members of the legisla- 
ture who have been closely identified 
with highway development attended 
the hearing. 

Disposition of. the cnse will have 
important bearing on highway con- 
struction in Georgia, it was stated, as 
completion of paving and bridge proj- 
ects on several trunk routes would 
be affected. 

Interventions in behalf 
highway board have been 
county commissioners of Jefferson 
and Washington counties and by 
groups of citizens from Sumter and 
Dougherty counties. the city of Au- 
gusta and county of Richmond.

SOFTER BY PROCESS 


Atlanta Engineers 
New Plant for Deep Well 
_ Treatment at Thomasville. 


Burford, Hall & Smith, power and 
pumping plant contractors of Atlanta, 
recently completed work on a water 
softening plant for.Thomasville. Ga.. 
which will be of interest to. water 
works superiatendents as well as in- 
dustrial plants located in the south, 
and especially in certain sections of 
Georgia, Florida and other areas 
where the city water supply is ob- 
tained from deep wells. The plant 
just completed comprises a combined 
softening and filtering system, and is 
the first of its kind to be built in 
Georgia for a municipal water supply 


System, 

The water supply at Thomasville, 
as is the case with many south Geor- 
gia and Florida cities, comes from 
deep wells, and contains many sub- 
stances in solution. These include 
lime and magnesium. Water of this 
nature is known as hard water and 
is objectionable in many ways, such 
as requiring excessive amounts of soap 
to soften it, and causing scale to form 


in cooking utensils, power plant boil- 
ers. It is also unsatisfactory for 


Jaundry work and personal use. 
The function of the plant at Thom- | 
asville is to take the water from the 
deep wells and convert it into a soft 
water which is especially well suited 
for industrial plants and home use. 

The new plant will not only great- 
ly improve the quality of the water, 
but in addition will save the citizens 
about $15,000 py year in soap alone. 

By the recent improvement to its 
water works, Thomasville has set an 
example which no doubt a great many 
other wideawake cities will follow. 

This work was done under the su- 
pervision of D. R. Pringle, superin- 
tendent of the water and light de- 
partment, after the desich of Wiede- 
man & Singleton, consulting engineers 
of Atlanta. 

Burford, Hall & Smith are also in- 
stalling at this time pumping and 
power a machinery for the cities 
of Nashville and Memphis.

COTTON CO-OPERATWES 
CHALLENGE SHIPPERS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(/)— 
A challenge to cotton shippers—out- 
spoken foes of the farm board—to 
show what they have done to help cot- 
ton farmers was issued today by the 
American Cotton Co-operative Asso- 
ciation. 

The defi was contained in a letter 
to Chairman McNary, of the senate 
agriculture committer. A general in- 
vestigation was urged including in its 
scope the board, co-operatives, 
pers and exchanges. 

U. B. Blalock, president of the A. 
C, ©. A., transmitted to McNary a 
resolution adopted Dec ember Sin New 
Orleans ‘in which the shippers were 
charged with serving their own in- 
terests through propaganda, and the 
“circulation of unfounded rumors and 
misstatements” against the board and 
Co-operatives. 

Outlining the services rendered to 
farmer-members through co-operative 
organization, Blalock challenged the 
shippers to show what they have ever 
done to help raise the standard of 
American cotton, increase consump- 
tion, raise the price to the producer, 
induce the grower to plant ‘better seed, 
obtain lower frajght and _ insurance 
rates and, finally, what the shippers 
propose to do in 1932 to increase 
prices, dispose of surpluses or reduce 
acreage.

Lack, good or bad, is the com 
mon inheritance of all "Bridge play- 
ers; so the good player takes luck as 
he finds it and accepts it on that 
basis, but frequently we are prone to 
charge to bad luck matters charge- 
able instead to poor play. You should 
not lament your fate until you have 
used to the best advantage the op- 
portunities presented to you. Today's 
hand illustrates that principle.

“The mileage improved with fed- 
‘ral aid consists of 233.7 miles of 
graded and drained earth roads; 
1,000.9 miles of untreated sand-clay, 
405 miles of untreated gravel, 3.7 
miles of treated gravel, 52.3 miles of 
untreated macadam, 129.7 miles of 
treated macadam, 227.5 miles of bi- 
tuminous macadam, 88.2 miles of bi- 
tuminous concrete, 622.7 miles of 
Portland cement concrete, and 0.5 
mile of block pavement, in addition 
' to which there are bridges and ap- 
proaches with a total length of 27.8 
miles.

Horace Ida, a Japa- 
nese and one of tke five recently tried 
for the attack, was kidnaped by heav- 
ily armed sailors who threatened to 
hurl him a thousand feet down the 
historic Pali (precipice). Later they 
left him naked and unconscious by 
the roadside after beating him with 
belts and gun butts. 4 

Eight riot calls kept police busy 
breaking up fights between sailors 
and civilians in various parts of the 
city. 

Naval patrols were doubled and a 
company of marines was summoned 
from Pearl harbor after a plot to 
wreck the Waikiki park dance hall 
had been frustrated. Captain J. D. 
Wilson, commander of the navy yard, 
and Rear Admiral Yates Stirling Jr., 
accompanied the marines. 

Several hundred sailors on leave 
were arrested and all leave was can- 
celled. 

The disorders began late Saturday 
night when police learned that auto- 
mobiles loaded with sailors, most of 
whom were armed, had arrived from 
the naval yard and that the sailors 
were threatening to act against the 
five men who were tried for the at- 
tack.

There are any number of stories 
told about Senator Lewis to illustrate 
his politeness. One of the best con- 
cerns the time he was mistaken for a 
waiter in a Washington restaurant. 
Loitering near the front entrance 
while awaiting the arrival of a dinner 
companion, he was approached by a 
woman demanding to be given a table. 
Not at all flabbergasted, she was es- 
corted to a choice seat. As the sena- 
tor started to bow himself off, the 
unknowing lady insisted on a menu 
card, 

“Is there anything else,” madam?’ 
Senator Lewis asked before making 
his departure. 

The seene was the Occidental, eat- 
ing place of many Washington nota- 
bles whose autographed photographs 
decorate the walls. Glancing at a 
group of senatorial pictures, the lady 
replied : 

“Yes, you might get me one of those 
senators to have dinner with me.” 

With another bow, Senator Lewis, 
thinking his identity was known, 


apologized for not being able to ac- 
cept the invitation. The innocent lady, 
still believing herself to be in the 
presence of a waiter, became indig- 
nant and demanded that the head 
waiter be called. 

Senator Lewis accommodated by 
bringing the personage over. The 
lady's embarrassment may be imagined 
when the head waiter, whom they both 
knew, revealed the identity of her dis- 
tinguished servitor. 


In addition to their claim to title 
role as most polite members of the 
senate, Senator Ashurst and Senator 
Lewis also’ are cataloged among the 
best dressers of the chamber. Both 
are addicted to the conventional frock 
coat. They are seldom seen in less 
formal attire, while the Illinois sena- 
tor goes in for a variation of colors. 
Neither wears the flamboyant white 
vest that always set apart the huge 
bulk of the former voluble senator 
from Alabama—Tom Heflin—but they 
are always dressed the part.

Only on special 
occasions will many senators be found 
wearing anything else. Even Vice 
President Curtis, with a position of 
higher dignity to uphold, may be seen 
in “civies” as often as not. 
The same is true of the new demo- 
cratic speaker of the house, Repre 
sentative John N. Garner, of Texas. 
As a former cowpuncher, Speaker 
Garner has never gone in for fancy 
dress. On the day he was called to 
the well of the chamber to take the 
oath as successor to the late and sar- 
torially perfect Speaker Longworth, 
he wore a simple brown business suit 
with soft collar. 

Later the Texan confided that in 
anticipation of his election as speaker 
he had invested in a new formal frock 
coat, but did not intend to adorn him- 
self with it except on special occa- 
sions.
